M* Webbe arrived in good | 
health at Hurrihur. His Highness the Rajah as well as the Rani, and all their 
‘dependents derive much Satisfaction from this Circumstance, and are very gratiful 
for the nomination of so distinguished a Gentleman to conduct the affairs of this 
"Court. 

Devoted as I am to the Honorable Company, considering it my duty and my 
pride to execute their orders, which I endeavour to do with Zeal and fidility ; I shall 
consequently discharge the duties incumbent on me, as they relate to both the 
Sirkars agreeably to the advice of the Resident. 


In a late arzi I had the honor to acquaint your Lordship that, I had collected 
a body of one thousand horse which were encamped on the farther side of the 
Tungbhudra river with the intention of sending them to join the army.

Your Highness has also Solicited the Continuance of the pension received by 
the late Ali Hussein to his Widow the Enagut Begum, as wellas the payment of the.

3. Your Highness Iam confident will do me the Justice to believe that the 
delay of my answer to these several Applications has arisen neither froni Inattention 
to the Wishes of Your Highness, nor from any unwillingness to coneur in the humane

4. The cousideration of the question involved a variety of points not in my 
power to determine, and which rested in a great measure upon an exact Knowledge 
-of the Principles by which that part of the Treaty relating to the maintenance of the

5. Not having been personally concerned in the formation of that Treaty it 
‘become necessary for me to examine the transaction in all its views. 


6. Itappears that the Nabob Omdut ul Omrah by a violation of the Saered compaet 

, existing between the two Governments had placed the Carnatie in the light of an 
-enemy to the Honorable Company, with the right existed also the power on the part 
of the British Nation of imposing its own conditions of Satisfaction. Unwilling to 
degrade tbe illustrious house of Arcot, the Government was pleased to establish 
your Highness upon the throne reserving to itself the administration of the Civil and 
Military affairs of the Country—a very considerable portion of the Revenue was 
appropriated to the Support of the rank and dignity of the Sovereign in his former 
‘Splendor, as well as to the no less princely purposes of extensive charity and bene- 
volence. Upon the same principles of liberality the British Government undertook 
-to provide a maintenance for the families of Waulajah and Omdut ul Omrah in the 
former case the amount and the time of payment have been fixed by Treaty. Un-

I do not feel myself at liberty to consent 
to any Sum and much less to so large a Sum at 500 Rupees per mensem being expended 
for the fatihal of the deceased —this mode of appropriation would be an entire depar- 
ture from the principle of hfe Annuitancy, in which light these Stipends can alone be 
considered. ‘I'he Fatihah I understand to be the duty of each of the family, and to 
be performed by each in the manner that may accord with his circumstances.

General Wellesley having suggested to Major Wilks the expediency, if it were. , 
practicable, of leaving the troops at Hurrihur, and proceeding on a tour of the dis- 
tricts ; wherefore the whole of the troops having been left at Hurrihur, Major Wilks 
and myself departing thence, visited Several Taluks and repaired by the route of Sera. 
and Chittledroog to Maisur. Under your Lordship’s happy auspices, the population 
and prosperity of the Country increases, the settlement and Collection of the revenue 
proceeds in the happiest manner and the Inhabitants are employed in their respective: 
oceupations with cheerful industry: these circumstances will have been made Known 
to your Lordship by the Addresses of Major Wilks. 


The Maha Rajah’s troops serring [Sie] with the Victorious Army are at present, 
by order of Major General Wellesley, posted in Zilla “ Punderpore and the General. 
himself is at Puna. ; 


Having learnt that it was not improbable that the General should hereafter 
renew hostilities, I deemed it to be prudent to send to the troops of the Maha Rajah 
1,20,000 Haideri, and 20,000 Kanterri Pagodas, with an eseort of a batallion of 
Infantry under an experienced Officer—having arrived under his command at. 
Hurrihur, they proceeded on the 20° June towards the Army:—the Zeal and 
devotion of the Cavalry will have been represented to your Lordship by the General,. 
and he will continue to represent the same.

Major Wilks and myself on our arrival here, having surveyed the new bridge 
constructing in the name of the Governor General, observed what liad been executed 
and what remained undone—after causing the necessary materials to be procured 
and giving the most express and positive injunctions about the work, it is now 
finished, except a small part of the parapet, which in a month or Six Weeks will also 
be 2ecomplished—the river being now three fourths full, a passage is afforded for 
Men, Merchendize, Grain and other articles—the passage by boats 1s suspended, and 
the people with satisfaction and gratitude acknowledge the utility of the Lord’s 
Bridge—it is constructed in the strongest manner, calculated to endure for ages. 
without deeay—it is thro’ the auspicious destinies of its great patron that it hath 
been executed with this degree of expedition and permanency. 

A severe scarcity and famine prevailing in the Districts north of the Krishna. 
and Tungbudra rivers, the Inhabitants ef these provinces have, in consequence, 
repaired in great numbers to Maisur—from 1000 to 500 of them are now in each 
Taluk and they Still continue to come in—they are furnished with grain in this 
Country :—neverthless—by the good fortune of your Lordship, abundance reigns. 
here, and nothing is scarce. 


Owing to the scarcity which prevails in the Army, the Horses are become lean 
and Weak. I send for those of this description by lotts, replace them by others in 
good condition from Harrihur—where the lean and weak recruit again, and are again 
dispatched. I endeavour, by every means in my power, that the horses with the 
General shall be capable of duty-—the troopers families left in Maisur have family 
Certificates, according to which they receive their Monthly subsistence, and are 
comfortable. The families of the troops at Harrihur receive their Monthly subsist- 
ence in like manner and are contented and happy——all possible indulgence is shewn 
to the troops, with a view to stimulate them to active exertion for the publie weal. 


These circumstances your Lordship will learn from the communications of Major- 
Wilks.

General Wellesley having returned from the Compaign [ Sie] to Seringapatam 
with victory and health, I had the honor of visiting him : before this time he will 
have. arrived at Madras. | 

When the General left Puna, he gave Bishtu Pundit Bukshi permission to 
return with the troops: the Bukshi has Accordingly arrived in Maisur with 3200 | 
Cavalry—and Khan Jehan Khan, Bukshi, has also arrived in maisur, from Hurrihur, 
-where he had been detaehed with a body of infantry and 1,000 Cavalry and whence 
I had reealled him, by permission of General Wellesley. 

5 
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The said Cavalry amounting to 4200, with their dependants and families, have 
received their allowances in full, and an advance of two Months pay : the horses have 
been sent into the different talooks to pasture. 


As these Cavalry had exerted themselves Zealously and gallantly, throughout 
the Compaign ; and as Bishtu Pundit Bukshi had so pledged himself to them ; the pay 
of some was enereased— golden bracelets, necklaces and dresses were presented to the 
Risaladars, Jummudars, Duffadars respectively—and, among the troopers, generally, 
according to the good conduct of each, from three to twenty rupees were given as 
presents—the whole disbursement distributed in this Manner, asa gratuity Amounted 
~ to the sum of 200,000 Rupees: intelligence to-this effect will have been commani- 
cated to your Lordship by Captain Wilks. 


To those Men who had lost their horses in the war, the Bukshi advanced money, ` 
to remount them —thereby ensuring their Service—the money thus lent them has been 
remitted. the expenses incurred by the Bukshi, the muttesuddies and officers, during 
the Compaign, having been ascertained, has been paid by the Sirkar—and, besides 
this, Complimentary presents have been made to each of these officers :—-In short, to 

every individual who exerted himself Zealously in the late Compaign under the 
General of the British Government, from the trooper to the Commander of the Maha 
‘Rajah’s forces, some token of favour and distinction has been given, flattering to each, 
and all acknowledge themselves to be gratified and happy. i 


Subsequently to the departure of the General, and to the return of the 
Honorable Company’s, and the Maha Hajah's troops, Multitudes of the inhabitants of - 
the districts situated on the Northern banks of the Kristna and Tungbudra Rivers, 
under the pressure of famine, have resorted to this Country—the Beoparies also 
repair hither, and having purchased Grain, Carry it away for sale:—hence much of 
the Grain of Maisur has been consumed—May the sun of your Lordship’s life and 
prosperity be long Resplendent in the horizon of Magnificence and Glory.

Ravenshaw by whom he was received in a very respectful Manner: having 
remained there for some days, received the accounts, and adjusted the affairs of the 
territory which has been transferred to me, he took his departure on the 18^ August © 
agreeably to the desire of Mt Ravenshaw, and on the 15" arrived at the taluk of

Puttur on that day M" Ravenshaw caused an advertisement to be issued on the part 
of the Honorable Company promulgating to the Inhabitants the transfer to my 
- authority of that part of the territory of Mangalore. 


It is impossible for me sufficiently to express my grateful sense of this favour, 
may the Almighty continue to increase the power and prosperity of the Honorable 
Company enabling them to gratify the wishes of a whole world. 


I have been also informed by Captain Mahony that your Lordship had been 
pleased to direct that the revenues of the last year, which had been derived from this 
new territory should likewise be relinquished to me. 


The issue of such a generous order, without any overture on my part for the 
purpose, I consider as a mark of distinguished favour. I infer from it that from the 
day I was so happy as to repose in the shade of the Company’s protecting Banners, 
my alligiance and Services have happily been approved and the honor thus conferred 
upon me results from the beneficence of the Honorable Company. 


I declare seriously that in attempting to perform the duties of allegiance and 
Service to the Honorable Company, whatever I have done without consulting Captain 
Mahony has been unwise and injudicious—but, whatever I have executed by his 
advice and Approbation, has been applauded. 


By the blessing of God and under the auspices of the Honorable Company, my 
prosperity is likely to improve daily. |

trusty Seliman agha of Inderan as my Euvoy, with letters to the respective Governors 
dependent on Bengal.

Now as it is most likely that the said Envoy will have occasion to travel thro’ 
the provinces under your /Lordship’s/ Administration, I considered it incumbent on 
me to transmit by him this letter as a token of my friendship. 


I request that your Lordship would give orders for facilitating the journey of 
the Envoy through your Lordship’s territory, and for assisting him in his return 
hither comfortably —and I also hope that, by means of people travelling this way, you - 
will signify to me the news of that quarter with your Commands in this, and with 
Gods assistance they shall be executed.
